MILLIYET. TURKISH RADIO AND TELEVISION (TRT) PROVIDED 
EXTENSIVE COVERAGE THROUGHOUT VISIT. REPORTING EMPHASIZED 
JAVITS' CALLS ON PRIMIN ECEVIT AND FONMIN OKCUN. MILLIYET

BE HOPEFUL ABOUT THE APPROVAL OF THE DCA BY THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES, AS WELL AS BY THE SENATE.” CUMHURIYET 
ALSO NOTES SENATOR JAVITS' REMARK THAT THE SENATE FOREIGN
